At this time, more than 
$ 1,500,000 has been raised to ren¬ 
ovate the structure to its 1933 
status. When completed, building 
ownership will be transferred to 
the College, and PBGC’s original 
home will re-open as an educa¬ 
tional and public-use facility. Some 
of the course offerings being con¬ 
sidered include medical front 
office, computer studies, film and 
television, freshman English and 
mathematics. 

Noted for its significance in 
architecture as well as education - 
PBCC is Florida’s first public com¬ 
munity college - the building is 
listed in the National Register of 


Historic Places. The two-story, 
Mediterranean Revival-style struc¬ 
ture, designed by prominent 
Mississippi-born architect William 
Manly King, was built in 1927. 
Originally, it was part of the old 
Palm Beach High School, but in 
1933, it became Palm Beach 
Junior College. 

In 1990, after several attempts 
by PBCC to reclaim the historic 
facility, the Palm Beach County 
School Board unanimously voted 
to sell it back to the College for 
the grand sum of $ 10.

PBCC students who worked at St. 
Maiy s Hospital were constantly 
exposed to Guatemalan patients and 
continuously confiised by their ways. 

An understanding of both the native 
family ajid coHimuiiitj* practices of the 
Guatemakui population would facilitate 
health care delivery to this population 
in Palm Beach County. Thus, the 
Guatemalan study tour for aUied health 
professionals evolved. 

“The program was created out of 
necessity, and the inspiration came 
horn tlie students," says Easter Arora, 
retired nursing faculty member and 
project founder. Easter began working 
closely with Rose Molina, a 
Guatemalan nursing graduate of 
PBCC who returned to her homeland 
and founded a health clinic serving the 
poor.
